CROWDED CARS. 
An Ordinance to be Introduced in 
the House of Delegates, 
— — n- — 
Regulate the Traffic and Compe! Street Car 
Companies to Accommodate the Public— 


The Cry for More Trippers.“ 


At the meeting ofthe House of Delegates this 
evening, Mr. Sullivan of the Twelfth Ward, in 
recognition of the popular demand, will introduce 
an ordinarice limiting the number of passengers 
that a street car may hold. To overcome dif- 
ficulties attendant upon fixing a uniform numoer, 
on account of the difference in the size of cars, 
the prohipition will be against carrying more 
than seven aduit passengers in excess of the seat- 
ing capacity of the car. At presenta license must 
be taken out for each car, and should the new 
ordinance become a law, the City Register will 


be required to specify on the face of the license 
the number of passengers the car may Carry. 
. CITY COUNSELOR BELL, 

when the matter was broached to him, said that 
the Assembly clearly bas the right to regulate the 
traffic of the street car companies by ordiuang , 
and that such an ordinance will stand in law. He 
expressed doubts as to whether Hey would be 
operative or not. The people ure alone to blame 
for overcrowded cars. Additional cars would not 
remove the evil. as people would crush iuto the 
first ones just the same, even if cars were run 
within a minute of esch other. The members 
of the House of Delegates do not take this view of 
the case at all. In brief conversations with sev- 
eral of them, the proposition was found to obtain, 
that the remedy for overcrowded cars is more 
cars, and they can only be obtaimed when the 
company is forced to put them on. The way to 
bring about this result is to limit the number of 
passengers, and then the companies will find the 
cars to carry the public. 

The demand for more street caxs is growing in 
strength every day, and its vitality is proof that 
it is basea upon just grounds. There appears oa 
the other side very littie reason fora refusal of 
the demand, and itis hinted that the managers 
ot the various car compan.es have determined to 
satisty it in order 10 avoid possibte legal compli- 
eations. The Munici,al Assembly is abou: to 
take the matter in hand and make an attempt to 
regulate the street car traffig by ordinance. If 
this is dune the street car companies will certain- 
ly be put to considerable loss wien the ordinance 
is enforeed, and will eventually have to 
zut more cars on their hopes in order to 
avoid losing patronage. A Post-DIsPpaATcH 
reporter spent several hours today iu search of 
the presideuts of the principal street railways, 
with a view to obtaining their views on the pres- 
ent agitation, but lis search, untortunately. was 
fruitiess. Mr. Maxunjof the Washington avenue Lee 
is out of the cily, and neither Mr. Walsh nor Mr.

THE TIME CHANGE. 

Whatever confusion there may bein the 
popular mind as to the new standard time 
system introduced on the 18th inst., it can- 
not be worse than the previous confusion as 
to differences of time between points East 
and West. 

Hitherto the differences between railroad 
time ard loca! time have varied from station 
to station in a bewildering way referable to 
and explainable by no generally recognized 
and easily understood standard of measure- 
ment. Now the whole country is divided in- 
to hour belts of fifteen degrees each, corre- 
sponding respectively with the 60th, 75th, 
90th, 105th and 120th meridians west from 
Greenwich, and being respectively four, 
five, six, seven and eight hours behind 
Greenwich’s time of day. By having each 
of these meridians in the middie of its 
hour belt, the local time and belt time will 
be the same onthe meridian, and can vary 
but thirty minutes to either side of the belt, 
local time being that much after belt time at 
the eastern edge and that much before at the 
western edge. 

The reading and traveling public will soon 
beeome familiar with the location of these 
meridians and belts, and with the fact that 
12 o’clock inthe most eastern one corres- 
ponds with 11 o’clock in the next one west, 
10 o’clock in the next, 9 in the next and 8 in 
the last one on the Pacific Coast. So when a 
telegram announces an important event as 
occurring at any distant point east or west 
at a certain hour, the people everywhere 
will instantly translate the date into 
their own belt time, and from that 
into their local time. For the people 
of each village will soon learn precisely, or 
near enough for all practical purposes, the 
difference between their local time and belt 
time. Itis pretty certain that railroad and 
hotel clocks will genera ly show both. 

This simplification of time-tables for the 
convenience of railroad men and travelers is 
all there is in the change. It does not at- 
tempt or propose any Joshua business—dves 
not interfere with the rising or setting of the 
sun, or presume to alter the civil day or the 
legally recognized divisions thereof in any 
locality. The old noon-marks will still 
stand with undiminished authority. Ina 
few favored localities, as in St. Louis, where 
belt time and local time are only forty-nine 
seconds apart, the difference Mill be hardly 
worth regarding in ordinary affairs. But 
where the difference approximates thirty 
minutes, the local time will prevail. A city 
located on the division line between two 
belts cannot afford to have the clocks in one 
half of the city an hour ahead of the clocks 
in the other half, and Sunday laws operating 
on one side of the street, while it is yet Sat- 
urday on the other side. 

This change is strictly in the line recom- 
mended by the late International Geodetic 
Congress at Rome. That body, in proposing 
the Greenwich noon as an universal time 
standard, and that longitude shouid be reck- 
oned from that meridian west in degrees 
from zero to 360, and in hours from zero to 
24, urged such change in the interest of ‘‘cer- 
tain scientific needs and for the service of 
the great administrations of the means of 
communication, such as railways, steamship 
lines, telegraphs and posts,” but distinctly 
recognized the fact that the proposed new 
time standard must be adopted side by side 
with the local hours, which will necessarily 
continue to be employed in civil life.” In 
precisely the same way this new: railroad 
time system will be accepted. But so long 
as day and night succeed each otheras at 
present, the local time will everywhere reg- 
ulate the ordinary affairs of liie. 


A DANGEROUS REMEDY. 

In demanding more effective provision for 
the enforcement of the law against polyga- 
my the Kansas City Times is in line with 
public sentiment, and it certainly strikes at 
the root of the difficulty when it*demands 
that the farce of submitting the polygamy 
cases to Mormon juries shall cease. 

But in proposing a constitutional amend- 
ment to enable Congress to provide for dis- 
pensing with juries in polygamy cases, and 
having polygamists convicted and punished 
by special judges appointed for the purpose, 
the Times is suggesting an innovation that is 
dangerous, unnecessary and fraught with 
needless delay. 

Section 2, Art. Lil, of the Constitution 
does provide that the trial of all crimes, ex- 
cept in cases of impeachment, shall be by 
jury,” and no other form of trial can 
be provided for till the Constitution 
is amended in that respect. But the 
saine section provides that, when 
the crime is not committed within 
any State, “the trial shall be at such 
place or places as the Congress may by law 
direct. Congress, therefore, assigns to the 
United States Courtat Fort Smith, juris- 
diction of all crimes committed in the Indian 
Territory, and all such crimes are triea by 
Arkansas juries. In like manuer Congress 
can assign to United States Courts in Col- 
orado or Nevada jurisaiction of any or all 
crimes committed in tne Territory of Utah. 
In organizing a Territory. Congress can sup- 
ply it with complete jodicial machinery or 
attach it for judicial purposes to one or more 
adjacent States or United States Court dis- 
tricts. 

: Article VI of the amendments guarantees 
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te geeused the right to “a speedy and pub- 


ng trial by an impartial jury of the State 
and district. wherein the crime shal! have 
been committed, which district shall have 
been previously ascertained by law. Under 
this article, if Utah were a State, the accused 
would be entitled to a trial by a jury 
of the State, and if that State com- 
prised two judicial districts he would 
be entitled toa trial by a jury of the 
district in which the crime was committed. 
But there is nothing in this article or else- 
where in the Constitution to prevent Con- 
gress from enforcing the law against polyg- 
amy by providing for the trial of polygamy 
cases in the United States Courts of Nevada 
or Colorado and by Nevada or Colorado 
jules. 

One leading reason for the anxlety of the 
Mormons to have Utah admitted asa State, 
is that such admission would place polyga' y 
under the safe protection of Mormon juries. 
While Utah remains a Territory polygamy 
is utterly at the mercy of Congress and can- 
not survive a year longer than Congress 
chooses to tolerate its existence and its 
defiance of law. :

With such men any country is safe, and 
the good impression our visitors will leave 
behind them will be of vaiue to the two 
countries which have so muny interests in 
common.

THE COST OF GAS. 


Statement by the President of the 
American Gas-Light As- 
sociation.

What the St. Louis Gas Company Monopoly 
Shoud Read—The Enormous Profit at 


$2 50 per Thousand Feet. 


At the eleventh annual meeting of the Amer 
ican Gaslight Association, heldin New York City 
on October 17, Mr. Tueobold Forstall, the presi- 
dent, delivered a very interesting address 
on the subject of the manufacture of 
gas. He advocated the consolidation 


of the seven metropolitan gas companies 
into one and the adoption of the English methods 
of legislation ou the 1 of gas consuinpilvn. 
Touching the cost of manufacturing coal gas, 
Mr. Forstall said: 

’ “For the first half year of 1883 the cost of gas 
delivered to consumers dy the South Metropoli- 
tan Company wus 39.65 cents, and by the Chartered 
Company, 44.90; the average ug 43 cenis ou the 
whoie quantity sold by Loth apanies. Of the 
items Making up this cost, two only are lower 
than the corresponding items in New York, viz: 
coal and labor. The vet cost of coal, less resid- 
uals, was 9.62 cents per 1,000 cubic feet sold ior 
South Metropolitan, and 13.43 cents for the Char- 
tered Company. In New York the greater price 
of coal and the lower value of residuals would 
bring the net cost of coal up to 25 cents per 1,000. 
Tue cost of labor aud superintendence at the 
works of the London companies is 9.11 cents and 
8.38 cents respectively. his in New York wouid 
be amply covered by 15 cents per 1, 000. 

“To asiugle company, then, supplying the whole 
Island, the cost of 16-candie gas would stand 
about as follows: 

Coal—net cost per 1,000 sold, less residuals... 
Labor and superintendence per 1,000 sold 
Retorts, purifying material, ee. 


Cost in holder 
Repairs, distribution, taxes, and 
peu ses e 


Total cost delivered per 1,000 sola 65 
“The profit will be 35 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, or 
$1,750,000 per annum—say 11.66 per count on the as- 
sumed capital. Ten per cent dividends could be 
paid, poem ying the surplus tor a coniiugent fund. 
An additiou of cents per 1,000 to Lhe selling price 
would cover the lucreased cost of 25-candie gas, 
and would sti leave a mirgin of gain to consum- 
ers of $1 per 1,000, at Lhe present price of $2 25. It 
cannot be doubted, moreover, that the present 
consumption of gas would soou be doubled at the 
lower price, still lurther reducing the cost of dis- 
tribution. 

“These figures are based upon actual expenses 
in other cities not more favorably situated tban 
New York, which latter I have taken as a type ot 
all the larger cities in the Union, because the 
eventual loss to consumers of gas from the results 
of competition is to-day mre clearly suovn here 
thau elsewhere. To enable six original compet- 
ing companies to live profitably, the citizens of 
New York must be taxed $5,000,000 per anuum. 
through the ignorance or connivance of their leg- 
islators, and their own culpable apathy. 

I am prepared to bear the advocates of patented 
processes contend that estavlished companies, be- 
ing wedded to coal gas, Would nut avopt new 
methods or improved apparatus when once secure 
against competition. But this objection disap- 
pears under the changed circuiostances; for I the 
dividends of a company cau be iucreased only in 
proportionas it reducestue price of gas,thegreaiest 
lnducemeut is ever present tothe adoption of every- 
invention which wik Improve the quality aud re 
duce the cost. On tue other hand, wew processes 
would be compelled to pass the ordeal of therough 
and coutinued practical tests, iu which every item 
of cost would be accurately ascertaiued by tie 
gas manager. Under these c nditions the sur- 
vivals woula probabiy be few; but the loss of tue 
patentee would be the great gain of the gas con- 
sumer, wlio how pays the cost of every crude 
method of combination, by which anthracite, wa- 
ter and petroleum are expected to supersede di- 
tuminous coal in gas works. 

“Auother great advantage which would accom- 
pany the adoption of English gas icgisiation 
would be the publication of the accounts vf the 
companies, in such form as to exbibit the actua! 
cost apd profits of the business. There was a 
time when secrecy was apparently ou benefit to 
gas companies. Excessive dividends, leauiug to 
excessive dilutions of capital, seemed to require 
concealment. But the veil was always semi- 
transparent. The market value of the shares was 
an unerring index to the large prollts: aud these 
were even exaggerated by the public. ludeed, 
competition has been direcily aud strongly en- 
couraged by the hope 1 in tue 
bonanza which Bas appeared more valuable from 
the very efforts made to covceal it. Moreover, 
the publication of accounts would establish be- 
yond coutroversy the relative cost of coal gas afd 
water gas, candle for caudie, It would create a 
spirit of emulation, as it bas done in England, 
between the officers of the various coinpanies, al) 
vying to make good records; ahd the standard of 
competency wouid thus be raised in all the com- 
panies, 

“The knowledge by the consumer that the af- 
fairs of his gas emg on | were us well known 10 
hum as those of his bank, would remove much of 
tue prejudice and suspicion which he now har- 
bors against it: and he would soon acquire the 
conviction that the supply of gas is a legitimate 
aod Ciristian business, not necessarily destruct- 
ive of tmtegrity. 

“The system offsecret accounts is justified by its 
advocates ou the ground that the business of a 

as company is a matter with which ine public 

as no more concern than it has with the manaye- 
ment of u mill, a rey or any other private 
corporation. But the simple fact that, althougi 
organized for , private palo, a gas company is 
really a corporation established for a public pur- 
pose, with rights and privileges enjoyed by no 
private industry, _ itin & relation to the 
community very different {rom that occupied py 
Other business corporations.“ 

Mr. Forstall insisted that the English method 
of legislation would secure— | 

1. Exclusive and obligatory supply to estab- 
lished companies. 

2. Initial price sufficient to earn 10 per cent

New York, November 20.—The announcement 
that Mme. Geistinger would appear in a new 
piece sufficed to draw an audience that completely 
nued the Thalia Theater last night. Nor were the 
people disappointed, for they nog only saw 
Mme. Geistinger act with her accustomed brill- 
lance and success, but they saw her in a 
bright and attractive musical comedy that was 
well worthy of the popular actress’ best efforts, 
and well worth seeing in many other respects. 
“Lilt,” as the piece is called, is a spirited comedy 
by Hennequin and Miliaud, with songs by Herve. 
The movement of the piece 1s lively, tne situations 
are either A affecting, and the dialogue 
is humorous and brignt, with witty turns. li 
was vortrayed by Mme. Geistinger.

The Belle’s Stratagem. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New York. November 20.—Last night at the 
Star Theater, after a repetition of the sombre and 
thrilling drama of “The Bells,” in which Mr. 
Irving again presented his astonishing and im- 
pressive psychological study of remorse in the 
character and experience of Mathie, Mrs. Co¥- 
ley’s well-known comedy of “The Belle’s Strat- 
agem,“ reduced to two acts, was presented, with 
Miss Elien Terry as Letitia Hardy and Mr. Irving 
as Doricourt. This novel feature engrossed the 
sympathetic and delighted attention of a crowaed 
assembly. 


The Theaters. 
There was room remaining for very few people 
in the Grand Opera House, the audience far sur- 
passing managerial expectations and proving a 
very handsome tribute to the actress whose name 
and fame must properly be admitted to lead all 
others on the American stage. It was also a brill- 
lant gathering in its components, and to say an 
attentive and interested one would but give a 
faint idea of the absorbed interest taken in the 
development of the story of Mile. Cora in “Arti- 
cle .“ The version of Belot’s play presented 
last night aiffered materially from the old Day 
version, and to those who had seen the original 
English version, read somewhat like a new story. 
The introduction and finale are materially differ- 
ent, and in the former respect it must be said the 
improvement is a decided one, as it gives the audi- 
ence the key to the entire action, which was 


rather lacking in the Daly version. 

II, during the years of absence from St. Louis, 
Miss Morris bad lost in the regard of theater- 
goers, she re-affirmed her old position firmly jast 
evening. Her action. was marvelous—inacéd a 
revelation, alter the sappy, milk-ana-water and 
inane renditions of drama we have been favored 
with of late. I telt as though I was carried back 
ro the days of Lucilie Western, Matilda Heron, 
Julia Dean Hayne and women of that class, who 
used to come outand act and not walk tamely 
through the paces of a part. preaching the lines 
and making “the dead level of perfection” their 
objective point. Aud here is where Miss Morris 
exceis, for she is not faultless, and 
does not allow the fear of ob 
truding her feults smother or suppress the fire 
und movement which are attendant to her genius. 
More obv!ous was this factin the first act with 
ber pevuliar nasal intonation, the protrusion of 
the ups, and the utter disregard of the gracef@ 
circles on ihe stage that actresses are so careful 
Ol as a rule. Nevertheless, she took immediate 
possession of her audieuce—and many of them 
had never seen her belfore—and increased her 
hoid on their sympathies and interest until 
the thrilling denouement. Tomy idea the char- 
acterization Was to a very great extent new and 
invested with mauy qualities Which were not 
noted in her old rendition. 

The play is a character study and is a remark- 
able one. Women of the class to which Mile. 
Cora belongs, are not intrequent and are toler- 
ably well understood. Passionate, loving with 
all their strength and soul, full of impulses, in- 
sanely jealous and seusitive to the slightest 
wrong; whet a selfish, unfeeling lover, such as 
Duhamel is presented, does them a grievous 
wrong life becomes but a trifling forfeit to gratify 
a desire tor revenge Which is devouring in its in- 
tensity. In Cora’s case the mixiure of African 
and Creole blood bas developed a creature in 
whose slight [rame the hottest of passions are 
coucenutrated,and, when rankling under the griev- 
ous wrong done her, she rushes to the surest and 
nearest Means Of gratifying ber bunger for retri- 
bution, aua, when baffled and her love is tramplea 
lo the dirt, reason is dethroned and she dies in 
her maduess—aun opportupe closing to a career 
which could only be wretched aud blasted there- 
alter. K 

Miss Morris as the volatile and pleasure-loving 
mistress of George Duhamel to whom as she says: 
„»My father left me money; mv quadroon motuer, 
beauty,” chafing slightly under a fancied neglect 
and jealous of her lovers mother, was charming 
in her capricious mood. and in taking a woman’s 
sweet revenge, instituting a presumptive rival, 
she simulated the coquette most admirably. The 
clairvoyaut sense with which she is invested, 
comes like a cloud at times, apd when the terrible 
shooting scene at the hotel followed close, tbere 
Was a thrill of electricity through the audience 
which culminated in a call which was repeated 
again. It was the flash of genius which had 
told, and in an instantall the fauits of pose, of 
gesture, of intonation and movement were tor- 
Kotten; the plain face was transficured, and 
the audience at once intuitively understood 
the difference between talent and genius. There 
is so much of the former—so little, so very Mtie 
of the latter—indeed, most all ou the stage of to- 
2 is ju Miss Morris’ little grasp. 

h the second act there is nothing beyond the 
further development of the story proper. Du- 
hamel has dene his time and has come under aud 
broken the article 47 of the French law, which 
renders him liable to re-arrest and conviction. In 
the next act the adventuresses’ gambling salon 
serves the purpose of bringing Cora face to face 
withthe man who has so cruelly marred her 
beauty; ber face now being draped to hide the 
awiul scar which resulted Irom the shot fired by 
her lover. Her scene with Duhamel was 
full of suppressed rage and passion. 
He mortaily offends her by pushing 
her proffered love aside and asserting bis loyalty 
tO bis wife. She is transformed into a human ti- 
gress, crouching and panting like a beast anxious 
lor and uncertain of its prey, There are wonder- 
ful changes of mood in this part of Miss Morris’ 
interpretation. At one moment she is the shrink- 
ing, cowed woman, whose great love has ovear- 
come all other feeling, and in the next she is the 
wronged, impetuous woman, outraged with the 
sense of the great injury done her, which is in- 
tensified by the rejection of her love, which had 
been so prized an bour before her beauty had 
been marred. “They are all against me,” an ex- 
clamation coming from a heart full of the wildest 
frenzy, is given as she rushes from 
the apartment wich a sort of shriek 
which expresses more than the mere words 
convey. In the fourth aet the climax is reached 
and the wretched woman lowers her head an 
sways to and fro likeucaged animal. There is 
something terribly expressive in this movement 
of Miss Morris, and her tearless agony is a dread 
neture which cannot be described. When con- 
ronted with Duhamel's wife, tor whom he openly 
asserts his love, and tears the veil from the wound 
bis own hand has inflicted, the heartless selfish- 
ness and injustice of the man rouses the injuted 
woman tothe most intense state of mental and 
—4— rage. The strain 1s too great, and the 
nvellectual breaking is a realistic study which is 
almost repulsive in its wonderful detail, She 
isawarethat her reason is going, but tries to 
argue herself out of thé fact that she is going mad 
while she endeavors to hold her fleeting reason 
sufficiently long to consummate her vengeauce, 
Then follows a remarkable scene in which tae 
mad woman shrieks and crouches alternately and 
with recurring lapses of reason indites the infor- 
mation which is to give her false lover back to 
the police. Miss Morris’ work in this scene held 
the audience spell-bound: it was under a heavy 
thrall, and when the finale came, and Cora ww d 
izes that lustead of destroying Duhamel, she has 
worked out his release, falls to the floor and dies 
in a succession Of spasms, the feeling was too in- 
teuse tor reilef by a mere indulgence of applause. 
For several moments the audience sat gaziny at the 
dark curiain whieh had shut off the sceue, and 
then they rose quietly and dispersed, still feeling 
the magic influence under wiuch they had been 
held throughout the evening. It was a great 
triumph for Miss Morris, and certainly no qualin- 
cation need be made in designating it the ficest 
piece of dramatic work seen on our stage for 
years. 

As for the company it was exceedingly mixed. 
Gustavus Levick was very weak, very stilted and 
reuerally poor as George Duhamel. He has bor- 
borrowed some of Charies Thorne’s worst fauits 


and intensified them; expressing emotion by haif 
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Clara Morris as Cora in “Article 
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on rather than a French advocate, “r} 
spoke of his inflooence“ in the most approv 
Third Ward style. Clement Bainbridge 1 
sonably good as Mazillier, and G. aville a 
clever piece of comedy as Potain. Mr. George 
Farren’s De Bretve was also an excellent eo 
ange, and Mrs. Farren demonstrated her poe * 
ence in a careful rendition of Madame Ger — 
Miss Ada Wallace made a pretty and grace 1. 
Marcelle, and the minor characters we re genera’ 
ly well done. The stage setting was very band- 
some indeed, and the hotel scene and the gawmb- 
ling saloon were exquisite and tasteful inte! lors, 
the painting and stage dressing being alike cred- 
able to artist and stage management. 
In regard to the costuming, it Was 
very handsome, and in this connection it might 
be remarked thut Miss Morris dresses her parts 
iu character, making the costume an adjunct of 
the role. and not the role an adjunct of Lhe eos- 
tume, 4s is very often the case. She appeared in 
three tasteful changes, but these were not nearly 
sv lavish or extravagant as theater-goers are used 
to seeing in plays of the class, and the effect was 
all the more striking. “Article 47” will be given 
agu tonight, and the house is sold to that ex- 
tent as demonstrates even a larger attendance 
thau at its first representation.

M NOT TO BLAME. 


Timothy Brown Clears up the Mys- 
tery of the Almond Street 
Murder, 


Twice Around the World, an Old Sailor 
Finds Himself Behind the Bars of a 
Murderer’s Cell—He Admits Dealing 
the Fatal Blow. 


Il tell you all about it,” said Tim Brown, who 
occupied cell No. 5 in the Central District Hold- 
over, to a Post-DispatTcu reporter this morning, 
while the police wefe busy at work fastening on 
him a charge of murdering James Moran. The 
man asked permission to step out into the cor- 
ridor, and as he cleaned his old clay pipe with a 
broom straw, he detailed the particulars of the 
stabbing, whieh up to this morning was decidedly 
mysterious. Capt. Fruchte of the Central Dis- 
trict took the case in hand last Sunday evening, 
and this morning succeeded in ceutirely 
clearing up the case, dy making 
such à presentation of the facts that 
Brown readily told the story of the occurrence. 
“Moran and I worked on the Government works 
along Plum Point, and just above Kimmswick. I 
am well known at Plam Point. Well, just a week 
ago we got paid off, and we all came up to the 
city. I went to Doc Morris’ on Almond street, be- 
cause, I suppose, all the others went there. en 
of that kind always put up at that kind of places. 
Well, we had some beer and drink. I went down 
to Second street with Deunis Lynch, after I paid 
some bills I owed. Lynch paid for his bed and 
breakfast at the Green Tree Hotel, and wanted 
me to stay there. But 1 said I had paid all my 
debts, and I guessed I would stop at Doc Morris’. 
1 was going along Second street, when I met 
two men.

ot up here. I didn’t have any ieelings against 
— but I thought he was going to rob me, 
and when he came at me I pushed off and at 
that time I stabbed him.“ 

„How often and where did you stab him?” 

“Only once and 1 thiuk in the shoulder or arm. I 
didn’t intend to hurt him.“ 

“Do you know how badly you did hurt him?” 

“No. I went off and 1 went to some saloon and 
got some more liquor there. After we had our 
drink I came out with a man aud sat on a door- 
step. I was then under the influence of liquer. 
While I was noddiug away, half asleep, 
a policeman came along and asked 
me what | was doing. I don't know what answer 
I made him, but I suppose I told him it was none 
of his business and ne arrested me. I remember 
he slapped me in the face, but it didn’t hurt me. 
I gave my right name, Tim Brown, although no- 
body knew anything about my culling Moran but 
myself. 1 didn’t Want to conceal anything. I cut 
him and tnink be deservedit. 1 thought he was 
going to rob me at the time. I was brought up in 
the First District Police Court on the next morn- 
ing and fined $5 and costs for being drunk on the 
street. I was sent down to the Work House and 
was there yesterday when a police officer came 
for me and brought me back dere.“ 

“Do you know what. Moran’s condition is?“
